i Wislocki said the CIA had' attempted for 
many years to reermt Polish citizens in sensi- 
tive positions as informers and h^ stepp^^upj 
its activities, since Solidarities' emergence -m;;

- agents who had serv^ under diplomatic cover, 
either in Warsaw or in other foreign capitals. 

Foreign journalists were shown a number of 
special devices that allegedly were used by U5. ; 
intelligence operatives in Poland. The exhibits 
included codes, radio receivers, pellets of in- 
visible ink (hidden in the handle of a shaving 
brush) and secret ihstructions to agents writ-^ 
ten on special paper that would dissolve m wa^;
